This method is practically 
sim ilar to the third except th a t the 
town does the street scraping. Cost 7 
cents a square yard. 
The representative of the A tlantic 
Refining Com pany quoted a price of 
three cents for sufficient road oil to 
cover one square yard, the borough to 
place same, m aking the possible total 
ost 4 or 5 cents a square yard. 
Council went over alt five methods 
thoroughly and then came to the con­ 
clusion th a t the proper th ing to do 
would be to use the 85 cent method on 
one block which would show the exact 
nature and w ear 
of 
a 
perm anent 
street of the m aterial; to have several 
blocks of the 35 cent m ethod; and 
about seven of the seven cent m ethod; 
and the balance of the town to be oil­ 
ed with the A tlantic road oil. 
The representatives of the com pan­ 
ies present a t the m eeting of council 
spoke of the bad condition of the town 
streets and said th a t 
nothing 
was 
worse for any street than sprinkling. 
They fu rth e r expressed the opinion 
th a t Centre Square was in very fair 
shape and th a t it could be put into 
very good condition with the use of 
tarvia a t an expense of only 5V4 ce n ti 
a square yard. 
The tarvia street costing 35 cents 
is 
practically 
a 
mudless, 
dustless 
asphalt street. 
T w enty four hours 
a fte r the m aterial is applied the street 
is ready for use, it does not stick to 
the shoes, and has a slight odor which 
disappears in a very short time. The 
oil which is to be used about town 
also has a slight odor and when prop­ 
erly applied is said to be free of any 
tendency to cling to the shoes. 
Methods of financing this system of 
im provem ents were discussed and it 
was agreed th a t the -town could not 
a ttem p t it w ithout substantial help 
from the property owners. The cost of 
the 35 cent method will be $584.10 a 
square; the cost of the square to be 
perm anently improved $1426.10. The 
cost of the other methods depends on 
the am ount of tim e required to put 
the streets in condition for the coat­ 
ing. 
J u st where the square is to be lo­ 
cated which will see the perm anent 
street im provem ent is not yet decided 
upon. Several things will enter into 
its selection, one of which will be the 
condition of the trolley car track s if 
a block on either C ham bersburg or 
Baltimore street is taken; and the 
other will, in all probability, be the 
am ount of money the property ow ners 
on the block contributes to the im ­ 
provement.
